7. RE PARA 4, REFTEL (I), DG EXPRESSED HIS CONCERN ABOUT 
GEOGRAPHICAL DISTRIBUTION OF CANDIDATES FOR ADG POSTS. 
WE. THEREFORE. MIGHT EXPECT A VARIATION OF NATION- 
ALITIES AS FINAL CANDIDATES FOR EACH OF THESE POSTS. RE 
PARA 5. REFTEL (I), DG RE-OPENED RECRUITMENT FOR ADG 
POSTS OTHER THAN EDUCATION, BUT CVS OF THOSE CANDIDATES 
UNDER SERIOUS CONSIDERATION NOT YET AVAILABLE. 

(A) IN PROPOSED SECRETARIAT RE-ORGANIZATION, 

UNIT REPORTING DIRECTLY TO DG ESTABLISHED - STUDIES 
AND PROGRAMMING - AN ENLARGEMENT OF OFFICE OF PRE- 
PROGRAMMING. FROM LATEST INFO, KNAPP, NOW DIRECTOR 
OF DEPT OF CURRICULA, STRUCTURES AND METHODS OF ED- 
UCATION, WILL BE MOVED TO THAT SPOT JULY 1. 

(B) NEW SECTION OF INSPECTION AND EVALUATION 
BEING ESTABLISHED. PERMDEL INFORMED THAT SETH 
SPAULDING, UNIVERSITY OF PITTSBURGH, HAS EXPRESSED 
INTEREST IN THIS UNIT. HOWEVER, SPAULDING ACTIVE 
CANDIDATE FOR REGIONAL POSTS IN COLOMBIA AND THAI- 
LAND, AND HAS ALSO EXPRESSED INTEREST IN DIRECTOR 
SHIP OF IBE. PERMDEL WOULD APPRECIATE DISCUSSION
